CHAPTER II. 


Grecnlow Camp. 


To appreciate the good spirits in Camp 


Greenlow after tlie first night passed 
there, one must Lave slept on a fragrant 
bed of balsam boughs after a hard day's 
outing, with the prospect of a fortnight's 
hunting to begin at the next morning's 
daybreat. The four hunters and guides 
were ast ir early. The roll call showed all 
to be in the "pink of condition."

It was all of logs and in 
sizs about 16x20 feet, the eaves abou' 
seven feet from the ground, the roof run- 
ning to ii peak.

Inside were the t\?o bunks, in one corner 
of the room, one above the other, and 
spread v.'ith balsam boushs and heavy 
woolen blankets. 
There too was the 


wooden table covered with oil cloth, and 
the old camp cook stove, piled around 
with wood. In the corner next the stove, 
which \\-as opposito the bunks, was the 
cook's supplies. About the walls were 
hung c'>ats, belts, guns and what not, 
while stuck awiy on the logs everywhere 
were books.cartridge boxes, pipes,knives, 
etc. Jui-t to the rear of this log mansion 
wcs another still smaller sleeping camp, 
with ju&u enough room in it for four bunks 
where eight persons could sleep, and 
where the guides slept the first week ana 
which tlie four hunters occupied after 
that. In it was room, too, for a little box 
camp stove of sheet iron, and room for a 
good time and a little tobacco sinoice. 
That wis its limit. Behind these two 
camps ran a brook of ice-cold spring 
water coming down from a ridge a half 
mile to t he west, and as it fell over a little 
cascade it made music for the camp ni*fat 
and day.

The camp was in a little clearing and

Crum of North Adams,'who sues William 
L. McAuley of Arlington, Vt., to recover 
about $50 due him for work in 1895, in the 
defendant's saw mill. The defense was 
that Crum had charged a higher rate of 
wages for some part of the work than was 
agreed on, and also that he had hired out 
for a year and had left before the term 
ended. The case was still on when the 
court adjourned Tuesday evening,

a trolly line from that city to North- 
ampton and that "work will begin as 
soon as the company is formed and the 
money raised."

will be necessary to the success ofthe 
project, which isjctoimed to have Chicago 
capital back of it.

rience in the use of dynamite, said to his 
fellow officials that the excavation looked 
to him-very much like the work of dyna- 
mite. He had used this powerful explo-

IMPORTANT CAPTURE. 


Men Wanted for a Connecticut Murder 


Found After Three Month?. 


Huntington, Conn., Oct. 27.—After a. 


period of waiting-, extending over nearly 
three months, the Bridgeport police 
succeeded m capturing Charles A. Bonai 
and David W*?ks, wanted for the al- 
leged murder of Farmer George Ma.r- 
cus Nichols at Ills home m Trumbull. 
The men were surprised at the house of 
Mrs. Bassett, the mother of Weeks, lo- 
cated in a portion of this town known 
as the Isinglass district. 


T-hc 
house 
had 
been constantly 


watched for some weeks, and Tuesday 
the much-wanted pair arrived there. 
Word was immediately sent to 
the 


Bridgeport police. 
Every avenue o£ 


escape was cut off and a descent was 
made upon -the>place. Booai and Weeks 
were taken completely by surprise and, 
always despecate, attempted to draw 
revolvers. 
They were speedily over- 


powered and in a. short time were cap- 
tives. 


It is firmly believed that Hunting-ton 


has fuumsehd a rendezvous for the des- 
perate men almost from the very date 
of the tragedy. 
Residents of this vil- 


lage had begun to tell stories which 
warranted the belief that the men were 
in hiding within the confines of the town 
and that their capture was possible. 
There was no hesitancy on the part of 
Huntington 
residents to a<ssert that 


Bonai and Weeks have been in this sec- 
tion at frequent intervals since tliu per- 
petration of the deed.

jong confined to the citiei.

report of tte postofflce department shows 
that tue practicability of free delivery of 
the :nails to farmers has been tested on 44 
dilfc • ent routes in 29 states, This success 
naturally suggests the advisability oi in- 
trod icing the system Reuerally, but a 
mor< conservative courje is wisely re- 
commended by the present postoffice au- 
thorities. The reason why the rural Iree 
deli\ ery system is more problematical in 
the I'nited States than in the countries of 
Europe, is that our territory is more 
spar-eiey settled. Even in the older agri- 
cultural states the distances between the 
homes of the farmers is compaiatively 
great. In the newer sections of the coun- 
try the distances are such that free deliv- 
ery of the mails in the rural districts will 
be out of the question for many yerrs to 
come-.

A special meeting of the council was 


held Tuesday evening and there was a 
good attendance. It had been called for 
the purpose of deciding whether the old 
Main street bridge should be placed over 
the river at the Hodge crossing. 


A coKimunicatio» was received from 


the mayor and it recommended that the 
bridge be placed at the Hodge crossing, 
that new abutments be built and that 
52,000 be transferred from the fund for the 
Main and State street bridges to defray 
the expenses. 
The communication in- 


formed the council that tbe bridge at the 
Hodge crossing was closed because it is 
unsafe for travel and that the highway 
must be opened with all possible dispatch. 


The communication of the mayor was 


received and then Mr, Cutting introduced 
an order instructing that the bridge be 
built over the river at the Hodge crossing 
and that the sum of $2,000 be transferred 
from the new bridge fund for the expenses 
as proposed. There was a little discussion 
as to whether it would be best to cut the 
bridge or leave it at its present length. 
Mr. Cutting explained the necessity of the 
bridge at the crossing and Mr. Flagg was 
of the opinion that the best thing to do 
was to leave the bridge its present length 
and this would insure a wide enough span. 
It was agreed that the span at the Hodge 
crossing is not wide enough to permit the 
easy flow of the river in times ot floods. 


The mayor's communication was as fol- 


lows: 
To the Honorable,the President and Mem- 


bers of the City Council of North 
Adams, 


GENTLEMEN:—I am informed by the 


commissiooer of public works that the 
bridge across the Hoosac river at what is 
known as Hodge's crossing is unsafe and 
that he has closed it to public travel. The 
bridge is on one of the main highways be- 
tween Adams and this city and muse be 
put in safe condition as soon as possible 
and maintained for public use. 


The old Phoenix bridge can be used at 


this place by taking out one of the panels 
and I recommend that this be done. It 
will be necessary to rebuild the abut- 
ments at the Hodge crossing as the space 
between the present abutments is too 
narrow for high water and the old abut- 
ments are weak and unstable. It is esti- 
mated that it will cost $2,000 to rebuild 
the abutments and place the old Phoenix 
bridge in position. 


1 therefore recommend that the sum of 


$2,000 be appropriated to cover this ex- 
pense and be transferred from the unex- 
pended balance remaining from the sum 
heretofore appropriated 
to build new 


bridges on Main and State streets and that 
such appropriation and 
transferal be 


made at this meeting because of the late- 
ness of the season and the necessity of 
quickly opening the road.
